It must Ii ave been a proud day for 
Ben Hooper when lie was inducted 
into the office of governor of Tenn­ 
essee. From a street waif to the high­ 
est position in the hands of the peo­ 
ple of the state is a long climb and 
a hard . ne. and although he is a re­ 
publican, we admire th® grit of Ben 
Hooper.

THE BORG!A FA MIL!*. 
History presents no 
parallel 
in 
crime to that n presented by the Bor­ 
gia family, of Spanish descent, but 
whose lives were subsequently in­ 
terwoven w th the history • of Italy 
during the laiter part of the fifteenth 
century. Murder seemed to them to 
be but a mere incidi nt of their dai­ 
ly routin , and high and low as w- ii, 
i r 
ne merest excuse were dispatch­ 
ed in tin ;r eagerness to hold a d u ­ 
late sway. Anyone who dam*dispute 
them we na 'tire to fall victims to 
their blood thirstiness. 
After a period of such crimes, cov­ 
ering a doz* n years, it was but nat­ 
ural 
that 
they 
surrounded 
them­ 
selves with persons who lived con­ 
tinually in fear of them and await­ 
ed an opportunity to rid the coun­ 
try of such tyrants. This opportun­ 
ity came in the August of 1503 with 
a mysterious ending of all of the 
hopes of Roderigo, the father, ana 
Caesar, his second son. whom his­ 
tory credits with being ever more 
of a rascal than his father. 
An elaborate banquet 
was 
to 
be 
given in the Vatican grounds to sev­ 
eral cardinals. During its progress 
Roderigo became violently ill and 
died in a very short time. On ac­ 
count of the youth and strength of 
Caesar, he was able to recover from 
the attack, but emerged gray haired 
and feeble. In the mean time a new 
pope had been chosen and the Borgia 
family were in disgrace. Caesar was 
forced to flee fi e ai the cit}', but in 
vainly trying to 
recover 
bis 
lost 
ground, he was killed in battle. 
A number of different •causes have 
been brought forth as to the death 
of the elder Borgia, and superstition 
being rife at the time, the common 
people, and even many of the nobles, 
believed that Satan, in the form of an 
ape, had snatched the soul of Rod­ 
erigo and had Wrecked the health and 
plans of the son. Another theory of 
the mystery is that they suddenly ! 
succumbed to a violent attack of the 
“Roman fever.” so prevalent in the J 
holy city at that period of the year. 
Still another version is that poison­ 
ous wine, intended for the visiting 
cardinals, was by mistake exchanged 
f:r the wine the father and son had 
reserved for their own us. And still 
a fourth explanation was that enem­ 
ies of the Borgias had bribed the 
chief butler of the family to poi­ 
son the wine. No true reason for 
their sudden and fatal illness has 
ever been discovered. 
Roderigo Borgia was undoubtedly 
a man of remarkable genius, other­ 
wise he would have been unable to 
succeed in gaining the confidence of 
the cardinals to place him on the 
papal throne. He was rich and bril­ 
liant, and therefore was able to hire 
bands of ruffians to protect him and 
assist him in carrying out his plans. 
Tis eldest son. Francesco, and his 
daughter, Lucretia, have figured al­ 
most equally prominent in history 
and with very little more respect. 
Caesar, jealous of his brother Fran- 
| cesco, who was a favorite of the 
j father, assisted by a gang of his 
i bravos, murdered him and threw his 


j body into the river Tiller. Lucretia 
I was married to a prince, but her 
j husband died in a mysterious way, 
| and it is thought that he was pois- 
j oned by his wife. She married again, j 
but Caesar wanted her to be the wife 
of the Duke of Ferara. so he murder­ 
ed her husband and married her to 
the duke. This was her last matr - 
monial venture, for she died soon 
afterward in 1523. 
Several modern writers defend Lu- 
cretia, maintaining that the Charges 
which have been made against her 
are false or much exaggerated.
